VISIT TO TESTATRIX. 
_After her mother’s death :n 1908 Anna 
lived. at 332 Parnell street, Dublin, and sub- 
sequently at other addresses, and. witness 
was trying to find her whereabouts when, on. 
9th June, a telegram came to her house from 
Arthur Stafford saying that Anna was in 
Steevens’s Hospital: Witness and her son 
went to the hospital the same day, and wit- 
ness saw Anna, but was told that she was 
not to be disturbed, as she would not live 
until morning. Next day witness went again 
to the hospital and had a conversation with 
Anna, who did not turn away from her. 
Witness did not think Anna in a fit state to 


converse for long, and left after about fifteen 
minutes. 


“A BIT GREEDY.” 

In cross-examination, Mr. Wood asked 
Mrs. Falkner: “Do you think it fair to 
charge your own daughter with being greedy 
and grasping ?’’ y 

Mrs. Falkner replied: ‘I have nothing 
to do with the daughter; it must go by the 
law. 

Pressed further on the point, Mrs. Falkner 
said: “I think she was a bit greedy right 
enough, and grasping. She gave me some 
trouble, anyhow.’’ The witness added that 
some 11 years ago, following on the death of 
witness's husband,

be quite satisefid,”’ added Mrs. Falkner,

Bateman, he heard that his aunt was a 
patient in Steevens’s Hospital, and went to 
see her. She recognised him, but her sole 
anxiety was to be taken away at once from 
the hospital and placed in Dr. Nightingale’s 
nursing home. He to'd her he would see 
the doctor about it and asked her if there 
were any relatives she wished to see. She 
said “ No,” but, in view of her condition. 
he thought it his duty to inform her sister, 
Mrs. Falkner, by telegram on 9th June, as on 
that day she was very ill and ‘seemed to 
witness to be at the point of death. 


NURSE’S EVIDENCE, 

Elizabeth es, the sister in charge 
of the ward in Steevens’s Hosnita!l in which 
Anna Stafford was placed, said that she first 
saw the patient at 9 a.m. on Sunday, 4th 
‘lune. She noted by the chart that the age 
of the patient-was given as 33, but, as she 
looked very. much older than that, witness 
queried it. The patient looked very weak, 
ill and neglected, and her clothing was 
in a shocking condition. When spoken to, the 
patient was inclined to be very abusive. Dur- 
ing the days following her admission the 
patient refused to take the food or medicine 
prescribed for her; would not accept the at- 
tention of the nurses, and “' rambled ” in her 
remarks. On 10th June she was so very ill 
that three folding screens were put around 
her bed, and these remained in position all 
that day while witness was on duty till 9 
p.m. The patient, who suffered from bad

heart condition, was partly propped up with | 


a bed-rest and three or four pillows in bed. 
Mrs. Boyd visited the patient about 4 p.m. 
on the 10th, and, after seeing the patient, 
came round the screen and asked witness 
“ Did you hear my aunt say that she wanted 
to make a will?” Witness said ‘‘ No.” 

Witness supplied Mrs. Boyd with a sheet 
of paper, but did not remember being asked 
for a pen. That evening the patient was in 
a very low, semi-conscious state. 

To Mr. Wood witness said that during 
some hours of the day the patient was 
normal enough. : | 

Dr. John Fleming, resident surgeon at 
Steevens’s Hospital when testatrix was ad- 
mitted in June, 1933, said that she was 
suffering from advanced heart trouble, and 
was so incoherent that he could not pay any 
attention to her remarks. On 4th June she 
was 1n the corridor arguing and wanting to 
leave the hospital, One day during the week 
she was a little better physically, but he 
would not say that her mental condition im- 
proved. She spoke about making a will on 
several occasions, and said that she would 
‘leave her property to some church or hos- 
pital, or to myself.”’ ;

A NEW STRATOSPHERE

A robot’ stratosphere balloon will be sent 
up in the Polar regions soon (states Reuter s 
Moscow Correspondent). ‘This announcement 
is made by Professor Molchanoy, head of the 
Leningrad Air Institute. i 

It is. thought that in the Polar regions, 
where warm layers of air occur 15 miles up 
instead of 25 miles up as elsewhere, the 
balloon will be able to reach a height of 25 
miles. Data gained at this height would be 
extremely valuable in the study of the strato- 
sphere, which is now one of the paramount 
objects of Soviet science. 

A robot stratosphere balloon recently 
reached an altitude of 13 miles without a 
human observer.

HE story of a raid upon a house at 
a Cregypark, Co. Galway, by three 
masked men, one of whom was armed 
with a revolver, was told before the Military 
Tribunal yesterday, when Daniel Keehan, 
Scalpnagoon, Ballinruan, Co. “Clare, was 
charged with intimidation, conspiracy to 
intimidate, possession of firearms with having 
a certificate, and possession of firearms with 
intent to endanger life. The accused man 
pleaded “' not guilty ” to the charges.

The slrooting of a man in the leg in the 
licensed premises of Mr. E. Doherty, 282 
Harold’s Cross road, Dublin, on the night of 
9th November, 1933, led to the appearance in 
court of Thomas Healy, of Kilbride, Swin- 
ford, Co. Mayo, attached at the time to 
Terenure Garda Station, on a summons for 
having a revolver without a certificate under 
the Firearms Act, 1925. 

Edward Carroll, of Harold’s Cross road, 
stated that on the night of 9th. November 
last he met Guard Healy in Doherty’s 
licensed premises, Harold's Cross road, and 
in course of conversation Healy produced a 
revolver.

He did not think 
Healy acted deliberately, but was acting 
foolishly. 

Inspector Brennan, Terenure station, said 
that Guard Healy had been attached to 
Terenure for the last two years, and, so far 
as he ‘knew, no revolver of the type pro- 
duced—a Webley—had been issued to the 
Gardai. Witness said that he saw the 
accused Guard at 11 o’clock on the night of 
the occurrence at Terenure Garda Station, 
and at the time Healy was under the 
influence of drink. He should have gone on 
duty at 11 o'clock that night, but was not 
permitted to do so. 

In reply to Mr. Little, D.J., witness said 
that two revolvers had been given to 
Terenure Garda station. Those firearms had 
heen checked, and it was found that they 
had not been out on the night of the occur- 
rence.

Herons can only fish on shallows, and one 
very seldom sees eels in daylight in  suffi- 
ciently shallow water fcr a heron to fish 
in. One notices herons regularly 
such shallow water for trout and cther 
in daylight in every month in the year. 

Moreover, it should be borne in mind that 
the number of eels in our rivers during the 
spawning season of salmon and trout is 
greatly reduced from normal, as fully 90 per 
cent. of the mature eels have left our rivers 
between October and January to go to their 


own spawning grounds in the deeps of the | 


South Atlantic, whence none of them returns 
after spawning. 

As to herons attacking mature salmon, on 
which “W, N,” throws doubt, I can only 
say that on a small fishery we had in Conne- 
mara some years ago, comprised of lakes con- 
nected by a small, shallow river with some 
deep holes in it, I have personally, with a 
landing-net, taken out several dead and 
dying salmon up to 8lb weight, as they 
came down stream. In every case they bore 
the unmistakable mark ot a stab from a 
heron’s bill. 

Since writing the above [ have just read 
the ogg as report of the depredations of 
herons in English waters: ‘“ There is a 
scarcity of nearly all kinds of fish m country 
waters. Owing to lack of rain the streams have 
get shallower week by week and the fish are 
at the mercy of herons and otters. There 
are comparatively few fish left in the streams 
here, and sport will be poor this season.” 

This confirms my view of the evil done by

These figures cover 
the area of the County of Cheshire. with 
the areas of those adjacent counties where 
Cheshire cheese-making is carried on. In 
the Cheshire area the larger part of -this 
industry is centred in South ¢ heshire, in 
the triangular area south of a line hetween 
Crewe and Chester, and terminating at 
Whitchurch, on the Shropshire border.

ANY thousands of Free State tax- 
payers are to-day asking themselves 
the question whether, having regard to the 
reduction of 6d. announced in the standard 
rate of British income tax, there is any 
possibility of a corresponding reduction 
in the Free State standard rate of 5s. in 
the £. The possibility, it is feared, is too 
remote to deserve consideration, and there 
is no use building up hopes upon its 
becoming a reality; for the state of the 
national finances could not permit it. 

The onl¥ hope really that emerges from 
the British Chancellor's announcement is 
that there can now be no question of an 
increase in the Free State income tax rate, 
and that, further, there is not likely to be 
any increase in the sur-tax rates. Such 
an increase in the sur-tax was not outside 
the realms of possibility; for the Free 
State rates are lower than the .British 
rates, and an increase to the British rates 
yielded, in the case of the wealthy 
“double residents,’ a considerable 
amount of additional duty, which would 
not have come out of the taxpayers’ 
pocket, but out of the British Exchequer 
under the double taxation agreement regu 
lations, i 


USEFUL PROVISION, 


To increase the sur-tax rates now to the 
British levels would impose an additional 
burden on ‘‘ double residents ” who reside 
in the Free State for more than six months 
of the vear. -In the case of “ double resi- 
dents ” whose principal abode is in Great 
Britain, there is a provision in the Free 
State Finance Act of 1933 which ensures 
that the total amount of income tax and 
sur-tax for which they are liable in both 
countries will not exceed the amount for 
which they would be held liable if resident 
in Great Britain only. In other words, 
the Free State Revenue. authorities 
grant such additional relief to 
residents ” as will prevent them 
being penalised on account of residing in 
the Free State for less than six months in 
any vear. 

This power will be particularly useful 
now that the British income tax rate has 
been rediced, and will act as an induce- 
ment to keep the wealthy sportsman in 
this country. 


A COMPARISON, 


Free State taxpayers will, no doubt, be 
interested to know how the new British 
rate compares in its operation with the 
Free State rate. Broadly speaking, inthe 
case of earned incomes up to about £280, 
the liability of a single person will be 
about the same in Great Britain as in 
the Free State. Incomes in excess of 
this figure will attract less income tax 
liability in Great Britain than correspond 
ing incomes in this country. [n the case 
of a married person the liability in each 
country will be approximately the same 


ceann 


at the £500 earned income figure and at | 
the £580 unearned income figure. Incomes | 


in excess of these amounts will in future 
attract greater tax liability in the Free 
State than in Great Britain, The tax pay 
able, for example, on an income of £2,000 


in Great. Britain will be £52 less than the | 


tax payable on the same income in the 
Free State. 

It is of interest to note that on an in- 
come of £5.000 a married man living in 
Great Britain will, in income tax and sur- 
tax, pay about £50 less than a Free State 
taxpayer would have to pay at present on 
the same amount of income arising in this 
country. This ‘difference is accounted for 
by a difference of about £90 sur- 
tax in favour of the Free State taxpayer, 
and of about £140 income tax in favour 
of the British taxpayer. 

The 6d. reduction to British 
is equivalent to a ten per cent.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


Determined efforts to secure safety on the 
roads in Northern Ireland are to be made 
under the new Motor Vehicles and Koad 
Traffie Bill, the text of which was issued 
to-day. . 

Outstanding provisions include power to 
the Courts to order imprisonment, as well as 
a fine, for first or second offences of reckless 
or dangerous driving; whereas, under the 
previous Act, this was only permitted for a 
third offence. Power also is given to impose 
imprisonment as well-as a fine for the first 
offence of drunkenness in charge of a car; 
whereas, under the previous Act, this was 
permitted only for the second or subsequeut 
offences. 

Where a driver’s licence is suspended he 
cannot apply to the Court for its restoration 
until a period of twelve months has elapsed. 
At present such an application can be made 
after three months. 


CARELESSS DRIVING. 


There is a new clause to.deal with careless 
driving or riding, which aims at dealing 
with offences not covered by the section 
for reckless or dangerous driving. ‘This

POPULAR BLEND OF 
IRISH TOBACCO. 


SHOPKEEPERS’ HOPE. 


The hope that Irish tobacco manufacturers 
would soon produce a blend of native tobacco 
that would become popular with a large pro- 
portion of Irish smokers, was expressed. by 
Mr. J. L. Keogh, President of the Dublin 
and Provincial Tobacconists’ Association, at 
the annual meeting in Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, 
last night. 

Proposing the adontisn of the annual re- 
port, Mr. Keogh said that in the past twelve | 
months the trade had passed through very 
critical times. During the year a quantity 
of Irish grown tobacco, both in the blended 
and unblended forms, was handled by the 
trade. What concerned them most was the 
selling price and the increased consumption. 
He did not think it was bevond the powers 
of the Irish tobacco manufacturers to intro- 
duce a blend palatable to the tastes of their 
customers, and the trade awaited with in- 
terest something they could boom and in 
crease turnover all iound. 

Mr. Keogh istressed the necessity of the 
curtailment of the onening of new shops, 
and said that they would have to press for 
the new legislation to restrict this menace, 
Which was so urgently demanded. 

Mr. K. C. Shelly (Fox and Cg.) seconded, 
and the report was adopted,

Denis Healy, Carrick-on-Suir, urged that 
bailiffs be paid 50s. a week. He also ad- 
vocated cleaning the river and the establish- 
ment of hatcheries, 

Major Gibson said that the payment of a 
premium to farmers whose lands adjoin the 
spawning beds might prove beneficial. The 
Civic Guards did a lot more than people 
thought, and an increased reward to them 
might be a good thing; but their superiot 
offcers did not approve of that. 

John Power, Clonmel, declared that the 
Suir was over-netted, particularly in fresh 
water. He had seen crews out on the river 
on Christmas Day, and at present the river 
was being netted all the year round, and 
there was no chance of spawning fish getting 
up. The great majority of men fishing on 
the Suir were unlicensed. and different. crews 
were working on the same licence. He was 
in favour of the abolition of the Fishery 
Board and the appointment of a commis- 
sioner. All sorts of irregularities were being 
practised on the Suir. 


CORRUPT BAILIFEFS. 


The bailiff system had broken down years 
ago, and it was a corrupt system at tlre 
moment. ‘The river was being raked night 
after night with the connivance of the 
bailiffs. : | 

Lord Teignmouth, Thomastown, Kilkenny. 
said that unless steps were taken to control 
the capture of salmon in the Nore the run of 
fish would very seriously decline in future 
vears. He suggested that all cots licensed for 
fishing should be padlocked to numbered 
posts during illegal hours, and owners be 
held strictly responsible, At present very 
few rod licences were being taken, as the cost 
was too high, and because of excessive net- 
ting the chances of catching a fish were very 
small. 


£8 COT LICENCES. 


Rod licences, he said, should be £1 and cot 
net licences £8. Rod-fishing should start on 
January 15th and net-fishing a month later, 
as on the Slaney. Regarding the suggestion 
of landing over the fishery rights to all pur- 
chasers of land under the Act, he considered 
it to be most inadvisable. 

Mr. Hall Dare, speaking of the Slaney 
liver, said that a happy state of things 
existed in his district. He attributed the 
plentiful supply of fish there to the establish- 
ment of hatcheries and the preservation of 
the spawning beds. On the whole, they were 
satisfied with the present season, and the 
Conservators did their work well. Harmony 
always existed between rod men and net men.
